ericans are trying to prove him 
right — much as they will pro­ 
test the suggestion. 
Year alter year the socialized 
Post Office comes up with a de­ 
ficit, and often there s a propos­ 
al to raise mall rates to a pay- 
as-you-go basis. This slight mo­ 
tion toward a break even enter 
prise by the Stale always brings 
yelps of protest from two groups 
of persons who re in business for 
themselves; 
The 3rd Class Mail Users As­ 
sociation. whose membership is 
composed to commercial advert­ 
isers, insists that the general 
taxpayer make up the difference 
in unsealed mail; Thg National 
Magazine Publishers Association 
feels that public revenue should 
go toward keeping down the dis­ 
tribution coals of reading m at­ 
terWhen it’s occasionally suggest 
ed that some private company 
deliver the mail and make an 
honest profit at it. nearly every­ 
body seems to feel that ins rights 
to raid the Treasury have been 
assailed. 
THE POST OFFICE is the 
motl clear-cut example of Slate 
Socialism in America, but there a 
another form of Slattsm which is 
much more likely to bring about 
the revolution which Khrushchev 
had in mind. In this more dan­ 
gerous and insidious form, the 
Federal Slate does not actual­ 
ly perform the service or manu­ 
facture the product. Instead, the 
State permits private Industry 
to do the work under Federaliz­ 
ed surveillance and regulation 
Hie American concept is that 
the price of goods and services 
will seek Iheir proper level In 
the market place, provided Ihere 
is competition and the customer 
has a choice between two or

more products. In the absence ot 
competition within the American 
Commonwealth, the Government 
la permitted, even expected, to 
set up a commission which sets 
a reasonable price, including a 
profit. 
Bui it s easy to see how the 
idea of a Federali/éd commis­ 
sion can be advanced to cover 
the kind of State Socialism 
which, while not owning Ihe in­ 
dustry controls its output. The 
Russians would understand this 
distinction—which is not unre­ 
lated to the distinction between 
a slave and a serf. 


THE SLAVE IS owned out­ 
right; Ihe serf is attached tu the 
coipmunity and owes his life’s 
work to the lord of Ihe manor. 
There are Americans, then, who 
abhor Ihe thought of enslaving 
private industry All they wish 
lo do is reduce i( to serfdom un­ 
der ihe Federal Stale 
Unless s lot of us around town 
have been misreading Ihe signs 
for Ihe past 10 years, this indus­ 
trial serfdom idea is the credo 
of Americans for Democratic 
Action. Just recently the ADA 
National Director. Edward Hol­ 
lander went before a House 
committee to oppose a bill <H. 
R 4790) which would lift some 
Federal price restriction from 
the Natural Gas industry. The 
same bill, more or less, passed 
Congress laat summer and was 
killed by an 
III advised Presi­ 
dential veto, which Mr. Elsen­ 
hower is now trying to undo. 


ADA DIRECTOR Hollander, an 
attractive and quiet-spoken econ­ 
omist who served in the Govern­ 
ment under the Fair Deal, waded 
In and gave private enterprise a 
two-fisted punishment. It was a 
biti, he said, "for allowing this 
handful of oil rompanies to pick 
the pockets of Ml million Ameri­ 
can consumers ” 
Passage of the bill, he said. 


would be good for business and 
he was against this 'enrich­ 
ment’’ of ownership. Then, with 
his guilty conscience speaking 
although it had no accuser, lie 
made this astounding statement;

Hollander replied that the dif­ 
ference was between that ot Fed­ 
eral regulation and Federal own­ 
ership. He said ADA favored the 
first hut not the second. But the 
difference between jtlave and 
serf is not very material—our 
grandchildren W'ilF have a social­ 
istic government in either case. 


AS OTHER EDITORS 
VIEW THE NEWS 
OUR POSTAL SYSTEM 
ILoulsburg. N.C., Franklin Tlmesl 
While our Postoffice Department, has 
apparently won its fight to get more 
money from Congress, and thus avoid 
•erious curtailment of service, the an­ 
nual deficit of the Department is a 
problem for Congress and a matter 
worthy of the consideration of every 
American citizen. 
In most of the countries of the world, 
the Postoffice Department shows a 
profit and In most civilized countries 
the service offered is better than that 
offered in the United States. It Is only 
fair to admit, in this connection, that 
the postal system in many countries, 
like Great Britain, is tied in with tele­ 
phone and telegraph service also, and 
that the profit shown by the depart­ 
ment often reflects profits from tele­ 
phone and telegraph revenues, which 
offset a deficit in the operation of the 
postal service. 
Because of the annual deficit, the 
Government has been subsidizing the 
Postoffice Department for many years 
and will probably continue to do so, to 
some extent, for some years unless 
postal rates are increased. Since almost 
everyone uses the postal service, it is 
not unreasonable for the Government 
to subsidize Its operation to some ex­ 
tent. 
However, it seems efficiencies and 
economies must be effected in the 
postal system and that rates will have 
to be raised in some instances. As far 
as we are concerned, first-class mail 
rates—which have not been raised in 
many years—should stand the brunt of 
any increases. Businesses are already 
overloaded with Federal taxes and 
those which depend on the mails would 
be heavily penalized, in relation to 
those who do not carry on a mail-order 
business, If business postal rales are in­ 
creased. 
We think it is good for the country to 
have low rates on the mailing of books, 
newspapers, magazines and anything 
which tends to make accessible, at 
moderate cost, the dissemination of 


new s a n d educational Information, 
which constitutes a sort of semi-public 
lervice.

In Nebraska the chief of state wants 
a state comptroller and a central ac­ 
counting system. In South Carolina a 
planning division in fiscal affairs is 
asked for. In Utah the governor calls 
for a reorganization of the Department 
of Finance. 
What's the significance of this inter­ 
est in state government finances? Ap­ 
parently the states, which too often 
have failed to be businesslike, are now 
trying to do some housecleaning and 
modernizing. And that's a mighty good 
sign indeed.

Glamour is such an indispensi- 
hle part of opera that it is hard 
for the average Joe to view the 
opera singer as an underprivi­ 
leged slave toiling in a sweat 
shop. 
Yet lots of operatic- stars felt 
that way 20 years ago. In the mu­ 
sical world, ail sorts and kinds of 
persons took advantage of them, 
they 
believed, 
because they 
weren't business people. Oh, they 
could sing like.crazy, but they 
couldnt' add for sour grapes, and 
all kinds of persons, like mana­ 
gers and agents, cut holes in sing­ 
ers’ pockets. 
. 
So when a brother singer, Law­ 
rence Tibbett, one of the great 
baritones of the Metropolitan 
Opera, suggested that they get to­ 
gether and unionize, just like hod- 
carriers and truck drivers, they 
rushed to do so, 
Today the infant union they or­ 
ganized begins a 72-hour celebra­ 
tion of 20 years of successful op­ 
eration. The union, the American 
Guild of Musical Artists, trium­ 
phantly opens a three-day gather­ 
ing at New York's Steinway Hali 
(where else?> which will be cli­ 
maxed by a gala dinner Wednes­ 
day night in the ballroom of the 
Hotel Roosevelt. »- 
The meeting will swarm with 
organized glamour pusses intent 
on improving pay and working 
conditions and fighting for fringe 
benefits, just like John L. Lewis's 
boys. Roberta Peters, Jerome 
Hines, Eleanor Stebcr, Regina 
Resnik, Deems Taylor. Honorary 
President Tibbett. founding father; 
Roland Hayes, Agnes DeMille and 
Muriel Rahn will be among those 
present. 
What started out as a union of 
world-famous soloists now Includes 
operatic ballet and chorus, for a 
total membership of 3.000. 
"But we are all individualists." 
said Regina Resnik. one of the 
.Metropolitan Opera s famous solo­ 
ists. "This is one union with abso­ 
lutely no rank-and-file members ' 
Mtss Resnik is also an AGMA 
veep and chairman of its 2Uth an­ 
niversary conference. 
Deems Taylor, composer and 
critic and a founding member of 
AGMA. said "Amen" to the 
above. Artists, he added, are folk 


who crave security no less than 
dock workers. Unfortunately, the 
glamour associated with the mu­ 
sical w orld has too often concealed 
poor pay and overwork. 
In the early '20s, when Tibbet 
stopped tlie show at the Met in 
“Falstaff." his pay was $60 ner 
week. Twenty years later. Miss 
Resnik was singing leading roles 
there for a weekly stipend of $87. 
Today, the minimum pay for a 
soloist, no matter how small the 
part, is $175 per week, thanks to 
AGMA. Minimum pay for the Met 
chorus is now $107.50 vs. $30 in 
1940, and for the corps de ballet, 
$82 vs. $40. 
AGMA has reduced managerial 
fees and. like Equity for theatre 
folk, always has in its till "get- 
home" money and the final week’s 
paycheck. Singing and dancing 
{oik aren't stranded any more. 
Thefe Is even severance pay 
and sick leave at the old Met now­ 
adays, no less than a welfare 
fund. 
Artists who so often in the past 
needed a guardian have one at 
long last in the AGMA and will 
spend the next three days cele­ 
brating that fact.

talk about it. 
It was a Monday afternoon and 
he was resting a little from the 
prev ious day’s TV show which 
had been complicated and a trifle 
bec'ic. 
"Are you taking on a lot of new 
activities since you’ve arrived in 
TV”” was the first question. 
"No," was Steve's a n s w e r .
